The ten men who left G ettysburg 
this morning 
as the contingent 
of 
the National Army called to report 
at Columbus Barracks were suddenly 
confronted 
with a proposition 
for 
one of them to stay home, in order to 
let another 
man farther 
down the 
list go 
ahead of his turn. 
He had 
made a request to be allowed to do 
this. 
Not one of the ten volunteered, 
all saying 
they preferred to go 
at 
once. 
The men were called to report at 
draft 
headquarters 
in 
the 
Court 
House on Thursday evening. 
It was 
there th at they were given a chance 
to stay home for several more weeks 
and each man was asked if he would 
give up his place for the new volun­ 
teer. 
“ No siree”, one replied. 
“I want 
to go and I want to go right away.” 
“ Let 
the 
other 
fellow 
wait, 
I’m 
ready,” 
another said.

The Sheriff agreed with him and 
the bunch 
left decidedly proud

This was the first outfit to stay in 
town over night since the early con­ 
tingents 
which left last fall. 
Only 
three of the 
ten decided to do this, 
the others returning to their homes 
until this morning. 
Statton L. Rice 
Jr., of Gettysburg,

peared first on the list was named to 
head the party which left at 9:55 over 
the W estern Maryland for Columbus 
Barracks, Ohio.

Columbia, S. C., May IO—Carrying 
the advance guard of the 321st Infan­ 
try, en route from Camp Jackson to 
Camp Sevier, Greenville, South Caro­ 
lina, two coaches of a troop train 
plunged through a high trestle near 
here this morning.* Seven soldiers are 
dead and ten injured. 
Several 
of 
those injured are not expected to re­ 
cover. 
The first car to leave the track 
was a wooden coach. A wheel broke 
as the train started over the trestle 
and soon the car plunged over the 
side. 
It ipulled with it a heavy steel 
coach that dropped on the wooden 
one, breaking through the roof. 
It 
was under the roof where the steel 
car hit the other one that most of 
the fatalities occurred. 
Camp Jackson is composed prin­ 
cipally of National Army regiments 
from North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Florala, and Porto Rico. 
The camp 
to which they were going is also com­ 
posed of troops from the south-eastern 
section of the United States. 
The very bast order was m aintain­ 
ed when the cars were derailed. Other 
soldiers went to the rescue of the 
wounded and helped to remove the 
dead and dying, but the best disci­ 
pline was preserved. 
Other sections 
of the movement were held back in 
order to prevent further disaster. 
The injured were removed to camp 
and city hospitals.

old cruiser “Vindictive” which parti­ 
cipated in 
the recent 
raid on Zoo- 
brugge. 
The 
Admiralty 
statement 
says:

“The Ostend-Zeebruggtt operation, 
designed to 
close those two 
porta, 
was completed last night. 
The ob­ 
solete cruiser “Vindictive” was sunk 
between the piers across the entrance 
to Ostend harbor. 
Since the attack 
on Zeebrugge 
April 23d, the “Vin­ 
dictive” had been filled with concrete. 
“After 
the 
boat was sunk 
our 
forces returned. 
One motor launch 
was lost. 
It had been damaged and 
was sunk 
in order to keep it 
from 
falling into the enemy’s hands. 
“Our casualties were slight.” 
Ostend 
is located 
on the 
North 
Sea, eight 
miles east of West 
End 
where 
the battle 
lines touch 
the 
coast. 
It is 61 miles from Dover and 
115 miles from Ixmdon. 
Zeebrugge 
is 13 miles east of Ostend. 
Both places have been used during 
the war as submarine bases and the 
majority of the undersea craft went 
out from these two ports. Both har­ 
bors are now 
bottled and ft is 
ex­ 
pected that the operations of the sub­ 
mersibles will be much curtailed as a 
result.

With the American Forces in Pi­ 
cardy, May IO— A fierce bombardment 
of the German lines and 
positions 
which lasted all night long was found 
this morning to have destroyed the 
church at Cantigny and several ad­ 
jacent buildings, to have blown up 
machine gun stations, and to have 
wrecked enemy positions at Fontaine 
and Courtemanche. 
The church was 
being used by the enemy for observa­ 
tion purposes. The concussion of the 
artillery wrecked the entire front. 
The Germans have been making the

American prisoners but, as yet, with­ 
out success.

DEATH FOLLOWS 
TORNADO’S VISIT 


Central Portions of Illinois and 
Iowa Devastated by Storm. 
Wires Bown. 


Chicago, May IO—Belated reports, 
coming in over wires crippled by tjic 
storm, tell of the death of at least 
three and probably several more per­ 
sons and damage to property mount­ 
ing into thousands of dollars, the 
toll of a tornado which Thursday af­ 
ternoon swept over the central por­ 
tions of Illinois and Iowa. 
At Franklin, 111., two women were 
killed when 
the 
chimney 
of their 
home fell, and throughout Christian, 
Shelby, Mason^and Morgan counties, 
in Central Illinois, the property dam­ 
age appeared to have been great, with 
half a hundred residents reported to 
have sustained minor 'injuries. 
A 
farmer residing near Nashua, la., was 
killed during the storm. 
At Eldridge, Iowa, nine mile* back 
from the Mississippi, 
near 
Daven­ 
port, a score of persons 
were 
in­ 
jured, one probably fatally, when the 
tornado wrecked the northern portion 
of the little town. 
Only most mea­ 
ger details had been received up to 
a late hour from doctors and nurse i 
dispatched from Davenport to care 
for the injured. 
Summarization 
of reports at the 
Chicago Weather Bureau 
indicated 
that the storm followed a path two 
miles in width throughout the central 
sections of the two states, and that 
property loss totaling thousands of 
dollars had been wrought to build­ 
ings, particularly in rural districts. 
Hundreds of head of livestock were 
reported killed during the storm

An Atlantic Port, 
May IO—The 
sinking of a German submarine by a 
United States warship with a shot 
which lifted the U-iboat completely out 
of the water and broke her in two was 
reported by officers of the ship on 
arrival here.

N the years to come this war will prove a blessing to the 
blind. 
A new world is being evolved. Nature has at least 
one extraordinary sense in reserve for those who lose any 
of the five ordinary senses. The blind feel things that are not 
within reach. 
They are conscious of vibrations that are not 
perceptible to seeing men. 
The sightless learn to read very quickly by the Braille 
method. 
It is interesting to watch the face of a blind man 
as his fingers pass over the upraised dots of a Braille book 
and his mind perceives the mysteries recorded there for him. 
They have special sternumphic machines and special print­ 
ing presses* 
Books and magazines are translated into the 
written language of the sightless.. 
Men blinded in battle are acquiring great skill in the 
textile arts, as moulders, and in other industries where a 
highly developed sense of touch is essential to good work. 
The higher type of blind men have great personal 
tharm. 
Their souls seem nearer the surface. 
They are pe­ 
culiarly beloved people, and their clairvoyance makes them 
conscious of the kindness and affection with which they are 
regarded. 
Naturally they react to it 
Perhaps that is why 
they usually seem so happy and cheerful. 
Unfortunately there are forms of mutilation which 
have the opposite effect. 
When a man knows that he is re­ 
pulsive to every man, woman und child who looks upon him; 
when he shrinks from the reflection of his own disfigured 
face in the mirror, and shudders ut the strange sound of his 
own voice, he wants to die. 
A great deal is being done for these mutilated men. 
They are being refitted with arms and legs. 
Plastic surgery 
is doing its part, too, in the way of restoring palates, teeth 
and facial contour, and the American Red Cross in Paris is 
attempting to make life more livable for them by providing 
masks which restore their original features. 
They will be 
useful members of society, but the soul of man craves more 
than service. 
Life and liberty are precious possessions, but 
the pursuit of happiness is the dearest right of man. 
We are 
all alike. We want to go through life with the sweet illusion 
that the blue bird of happiness is just within reach, and this 
illusion is almost impossible to the disfigured man. 
It is the sacred duty of all those who have been bene­ 
fited by their sacrifice to leave nothing undone to restore 
their usefulness; to employ every art to increase their men­ 
tal and physical powers and the charm of personalities, to 
the end that their lives may be enriched rather than impov­ 
erished by the fortunes of war.
